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(e) ‘OFFICER' meals the Secretary to the Board 
or any other officer appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment under section 9 of the Act and

% (j) The relative seniority of persons promoted ot 
the various grades shall be determined in 
the order of their selection for such promo¬ 
tion : 

Provided that where persons promoted initially 
on a temporary basis are confirmed subse¬ 
quently in an order different from the 
order of merit indicated at the time of their 
promotion, seniority shall follow the order 
of confirmation and not the original order 
of merit'. 

(ii) Where promotions to a grade are made from 
more than one grade, the eligible persons- 
shall be arranged in separate lists in the 
order of their relative seniority in their res¬ 
pective grades. Thereafter, the Departmental 
Promotion Committee shall select persons 
for promotion from each list upto the pres¬ 
cribed quota and arrange different lists in 
a consolidated order of merit which shall 
determine the seniority of the persons for 
promotion to the higher grade. 

The relative seniority of direct reefuits and of 
promotees shall be determined according to 
the rotation of vacancies between direct re¬ 
cruits and promotees which shall be based 
on the quotas of vacancies reserved for 
direct recruitment' and promotion respec¬ 
tively in tbfc Recruitment rules. 


10. Medical Certificate.—A medical certificate of 
fitness from a competent authority shall be required 
from every person at the time of his joining the post. 

11. Period of Probation.—Every person appoint¬ 
ed to a post under these rules, by direct recruitment 
or by promotion, shall be on probation in that post 
tor a period of two years with effect from the date of 
uis regular appointment in which he is declared by 
the appointing authority to have commenced proba¬ 
tion : 

Provided that the appointing authority may, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing extend the 
period or probation by such period or peri¬ 
ods as it deems fit. 

12. Termination of service or probation.—(i) The 
appointing authority may terminate the services of 
any officer appointed to a post by direct recruitment 
or revert without assigning any reasons any officer ap¬ 
pointed to a post by promotion to the post held by 
him before such promotion during or at the end of 
the period of probation or the extended period of 
probation, if his work or conduct in that post is found 
to K unsatisfactory. 

(ii) If this work and conduct were found to be 
satisfactory during the period of probation the ap¬ 
pointing authority shall, as soon as the prescribed 
period of probation is over or during the extended 
period of probation ot after its completion, as the 
case may be, declare that be ha^ completed his pro- 
batien satisfactorily. 

13. Pension benefits.—The persionary and retire¬ 
ment benefits and other conditions of service of offi¬ 
cers shall be such as may be prescribed from time to 
time under relevant rules -made under the Act. 

JA Other conditions of service.—The other condi¬ 
tions of service of the persons appointed to the said 
posts in respect of matters for which no provision is 
made in these rules shall be the same as are for the 
time being applicable to officers of corresponding 
category in service in the Government.

1. (1) These rules may be called the National 
Savings Scheme (Amendment) Rules, 1988.

2. In rule 5 of the National Savings Scheme Rides, 
1987 for sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely 

"(3) There shall be not more than one deposit 
every month, so however, tit at the total de¬ 
posits in a year do not exceed thirty 
thousand rupees.”
